TOKIO.  Nov.  27.— Virtually  com- 
plete reports  on  the  death  toll  and 
property  damage  In  yesterday 
earthquake  Indicated  today  tha 
while  the  material  losses  had  bee 
heavy  they  had  been  confined  large 
ly  to  rural  communities  and  hot 
springs  resorts,  sparing  the  larger 
centres  of  population. 

Besides  the  damage  to  private 
property,  railways,  highways,  com- 
munication systems  and  power 
plants  suffered  heavily.  The 
total  damage  probably  will  approach 
$50,000,000.  but  authorities  refused 
to  make  any  estimate. 

Two  large  projects,  Shimizu  Har- 
bor and  the  Tanna  Tunnel,  were 
known  to  have  been  badly  damaged. 
The  harbor,  near  Shlzuoka,  is  the 
principal  port  for  the  shipment  of 
Japanese  oranges,  lacquer  work  and 
tea  to  America.  New  works  in  the 
harbor  were  damaged  more  than 
$500,000. 

The  flve-mlle  Tanna  Tunnel, 
which  the  Oovernment  railways 
have  been  building  for  the  past 
decade  at  a  cost  of  $10,000,000.  was 
damaged  In  many  places.  Experts 
said  the  boring  of  the  tunnel  may 
have  had  a  possible  connection  with 
the  earthquake,  since  the  bore 
apparently  pierce*  a  seismic,  centre. 
From  the  outset  the  tunnel  builders 
encountered  immense  difficulties 
such  as  treacherous  earthslides  and 
streams  of  boiling  water. 

Earth  tremors  continued  .In  the 
northern  part  of  Hu  Penlnaula.  Trie 
seismograph  at  Mlshima  recorded 
850  shocks  between  4  03  a  m.  Wed- 
nesday, when  the  big  quake  began 
and  i:30  a.m.  today.

Mr.  Tyl- 
desley, who  had  Just  relinquished 
his  duties  as  Lancashire's  coach,  was 
leaving  a  room  in  his  home  whrn  he 
suddenly  fell  dead  In  the  presence 
of  his  wife  and  san. 

Tyldesley  was  a  great  batsman  In 
the  decade  which  preceded  the,  ris- 
ing to  fame  of  such  batt?rs  as  Jack 
Hobb*  and  J.  W.  Hearne.  H«  played 
for  England  in  test  matches  with 
Australia  and  South  Africa  in  the 
yeara  1800  to  1000.  and  held  a  slxth- 
wlcket  partnership  record  in  Austra- 
lian test.  Partnered  with  R.  H. 
Spooner  at  the  nval  In  1006  the  pair 
Kathered  158  runs  for  their  record 
Innings. 

He  made  three  centuries  in  Eng- 
land versus  Australia  tests,  once  in 
1003  and  twice  In  1005.  During  his 
career  In  first  class  cricket  he  batted

AREA  IN  YEAR 

No  Serious  Crime  Affected 
Province  Last  Year. 
Despite  Isolation

With  a  force  of  seven  officers 
and  108  non-commlasloncd  officers 
and  men,  the  British  Columbia  Po- 
lice last  year  patrolled  an  area  of 
372,630  square  miles,  peopled  by 
501.000  persons,  traveling  1,539,4«3 
miles  by  land,  water  and  air  In  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  Col. 
J.  H.  McMullln,  superintendent,  has 
reported  to  Hon.  R.  H.  Pooley,  K.C., 
In  the  presentation  of  his  review 
of  the  work  of  the  force  for  1929. 

Members  of  the  force,  which  also 
patrols  a  shoreline  of  approximately 
7.000  miles,  traveled  313.651  miles 
by  rail.  796.162  by  motor,  139,501 
on  motorcycle  patrol,  47,860  by 
launch,  11.378  by  saddle  horse,  147,- 
757  by  foot  and  145  miles  by  air. 

During  the  year  progress  was 
made  in  many  directions,  includ- 
ing the  extension  of  Provincial  Po- 
lice service  to  ChUllwack  city  and 
dlatrict.  Olenmore  and  Pitt 
Meadows,  in  addition  to  many 
municipalities  already  policed  by 
the  force. 

The  superintendent  reports  on 
the  Doukhobor  uprisings  of  last 
year,  when  some  trouble  was  cre- 
ated by  a  small  band  of  the  in- 
surgent element,  apart  from  the 
community  colonlats.  The  ring- 
leaders were  arrested  and  given 
Jail  terms  for  persistent  Infractions 
of  Canadian  law. 

A  start  was  made  on  the  police 
training  school  plan,  with  ten  pro- 
bationers, and  this  has  since  grown 
Into  a  definite  policy  which  will 
lead  to  the  establishment  shortly 
of  Douglas  House,  In  this  city,  as 
a  training  centre  for  the  force,  where 
a  course  of  from  eight  to  ten  weeks

Musicians  Claim  Gramo- 
phone Records  Deprive 
Them  of  Livelihoijl 

COUNTER-PROTEST  MAD; 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  27.— The  problem 
of  whether  radio  broadcasts  of 
gramophone  records  should  be  con- 
tinued Is  still  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  Hon.  Alfred  Duranleau,  Min- 
ister of  'Marine.  In  opposition  to 
the  protest  received  last  week  from 
the  Musicians'  Union  against  this 
method  of  broadcasting,  a  counter- 
protest  has  been  made  to  the  minis- 
ter urging  that  the  system  be  con- 
tinued. 

A  large  advertising  firm,  whose 
name  was  not  disclosed,  has  taken 
up  the  cudgels  on  behalf  of  the 
gramophone  record  broadcasts. 

A  temporary  solution  has  been 
reached  in  the  issuing  of  a  depart- 
mental order  requiring  all  such 
broadcasts  to  be  so  characterized. 
Department  officials,  however,  ap- 
preciate that  this  does  not  solve 
the  problem,  and  the  likelihood  is 
that  the  matter  will  shortly  come 
before  the  Cabinet  for  decision. 
The  musicians  complained  that  the 
expansion  of  the  practice  of  broad- 
casting records  was  injuriously  af- 
fecting their  livelihood.

FOSTERS  I  AND  POLICY 


New  Brunswick  Will  Bonus  Settlers 
for  Clearing  and  Break- 
ing Acreage 

FREDERICTON,  Nov.  27.  —  To 
foster  agriculture  and  at  the  same 
time  relieve  unemployment  by  a 
•  back-to-the-land"  policy,  the  New 
Brunswick  Government  has  author- 
ized the  payment  of  oonuaea  to 
bona  fide  settlers  in  the  province 
for  the  clearing  of  land. 

According  to  the  arrangement, 
applicant*  for  bonuses  must  have 
obtained  their  property  through 
grant  from  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Mines,  or  have  title  to 
it  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture. 
Bonuses  are  to  be  as  follows: 
For  first  ploughing,  at  the  rate  of 
per  acre,  with  a  maximum  acreage 
of  five  acres  In  any  one  year. 

Fir  first  ploughing,  at  the  rate  of 
$10  per  acre,  with  a  maximum  acre- 
age of  five  acres  in  any  on*  year. 

The  financial  returns  for  the 
pioneering  will  be  available  in  the 
Fall,  providing  the  work  has  been 
to  the  satisfaction  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Provincial  Department 
of  Agriculture.

,T.iei  Ashley  says  tliat  the  fundamental  ob- 
ct'ton  to  Import  Boards  is  that  they  would  strike 
_  deadly  blow  at  private  enterprise.  The  Labor 
Government  is  mainly  concerned  with  Socialistic 
policies,  and  it  sees  in  Import  Boards  a  step 
towards  nationalizing  the  food  supply  of  Great 
Britain,  which  Involves  the  elimination  of  the 
private  trader  In  foodstuffs  and  the  suppression 
of  free  choice  on  the  part  of  the  consumer.  There 
have  been  such  attempts  by  other  countries  to 
fix  the  price  of  wheat  and  they  have  ended  in 
failure. 

"Import  Boards  for  wheat."  says  Colonel  Ash- 
ley, "Involve  all  the  grave  drawbacks  of  State 
trading  In  a  commodity  in  which  it  is  particu- 
larly dangerous  to  Interfere  with  normal  work- 
ing of  supply  and  demand,  and  with  the  free  play 
of  private  enterprise.  The  Government  seems 
to  think  that  there  is  a  special  magic  in  the  word 
'stabilization*;  but  there  is  no  virtue  in  a  special 
price  unless  it  is  also  a  fair  price,  and  the  diffi- 
culty always  will  be  to  fix  a  fair  price  in  the 
prevailing  conditions.  Where  business  men  can 
afford  to  take  chances  in  the  hope  of  making  big 
profits,  a  Minister  and  his  officials  will  not,  as 
In  case  of  failure  he  has  to  face  the  criticism  of 
Parliament  and  the  press.  The  State  Import 
Boards,  therefore,  would  always  have  to  play  for 
safety.  Even  so,  they  would  make  mistakes,  as 
no  one  can  tell  fluctuations  in  the  world  wheat 
market,  and  the  losses  would  fall  on  the  tax- 
payers." 

There  are  other  objections  to  Import  Boards. 
One  of  these  is  that  Importation  of  foodstuffs  by 
this  method  could  lead  to  serious  economic  mis- 
understandings with  foreign  Powers.  Then  there 
would  be  the  danger  of  political  conditions 
tempting  a  Government  to  sell  at  a  loss  in  order 
to  gain  popularity.  The  loss,  as  Colonel  Ashley 
points  out,  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  tax- 
payers. One  of  the  most  serious  dangers  of  all 
would  be  of  political  disturbances  in  the  case  of 
a  sharp  rise  in  the  price  of  food,  for  a  Govern- 
ment would  be  held  responsible  if  It  were  the 
distributor  of  foodstuffs.

A  paradox  of  increasing  unemployment  in 
Great  Britain  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
officials  in  the  Government  service.  On  July  1 
of  this  year  there  were  6,568  more  of  these  offi- 
cials than  three  months  earlier.  The  cost  of 
these  was  at  least  £300,000  for  the  year's  quarter. 
It  is  an  anomaly  that  the  Department  of  Labor, 
which  is  supposed  to  be  engaged  in  solving  un- 
employment, should  account  for  4,275  of  these 
extra  officials,  and  yet  see  unemployment  in- 
creasing all  the  time.  The  mere  administration 
of  the  dole  Is  now  costing  Great  Brl'ain  £800,000 
a  year  more  than  when  the  Conservative  Gov- 
ernment was  in  power.  The  Inland  Revenue  De- 
partment accounts  for  an  increase  of  300  offi- 
cials, which  is  "due  to  growth  of  work  in  Tax 
Offices."  These  are  not  pleasant  commentaries 
on  the  ability  of  the  Labor  Government  to  solve 
the  pressing  issues  of  the  time  in  Great  Britain. 


GREAT  BRITAIN'S  INVISIBLE  IMPORTS 

"There's  a  Bad  Time  Going,  Boys,"  was  the 
title  of  a  popular  music  hall  song  in  London 
years  ago.  Despite  its  applicability  now  because 
of  the  depression  through  which  the  Old  Country, 
along  with  the  major  part  of  the  rest  of  the 
world  is  passing,  there  Is  good  reason  to  be 
certain  that  Great  Britain  will  circumvent  her 
present  distress  and  regain  her  old  prosperity 
when  world  trade  looks  up  again. 

Although  Great  Britain  expended  vast  treas- 
ure in  the  Great  War,  incurred  huge  debts  on 
behalf  of  her  Allies,  and  is  spending  lavishly  on 
social  services,  she  still  has  the  men,  the  ships 
and  the  mon^y,  too.  ready  for  the  revival  in 
international  commerce.  Money  is  pouring 
into  Great  Britain  from  every  quarter  of  the 
earth.  It  comes  from  overseas  Investments 
amounting  to  the  stupendous  sum  of  twenty  bil- 
lion dollars.  The  accumulation  of  this  capital  is 
linked  up  with  the  romantic  story  of  the  Empire. 
It  represents  the  courage,  the  energy  and  fore- 
sight of  generations  of  pioneers  and  traders  who 
followed  the  flag  into  distant  seas  and  virgin 
land*,  and  it  provides  an  unceasing  flow  of  new 
blood  which  vitalizes  the  whole  of  Great  Brit- 
ain's commercial  and  Industrial  system. 

Tl>e  above-mentioned  facts  of  Great  Britain's 
wealth  are  alluded3  to  by  Sir  Robert  Kindersley. 
They  mean  a  staggering  accumulation  of  wealth 
which  may  well  be  the  envy  of  other  nations. 
The  rrren  who  made  that  money— and  they 
stretch. back  in  glorious  array  to  Elizabethan 
days  when  British  ships  scoured  the  seven  seas 
in  search  of  new  lands  and  treasure— saw  oppor- 
tunity wherever  trade  followed  the  flag.  Heed- 
less of  peril  and  hardships,  they  carved  out  for- 
tunes from  drid  deserts,  dammed  mighty  rivers 
such  as  the  Vile,  arid  covered  drought-stricken 
lands,  llae  India  and  Burmah,  with  vast  irriga- 
tion works.  Wool,  wheat  and  cattle  in  Australia. 
Canada  and  the  Argentine  came  in  abundance 
under  the  magic  of  their  wise  plans  of  develop- 
ment, and  their  far-seeing  Investments  of  mil- 
lions. Harbors,,  railroads  and  dockyards  were 
established  by  them  in  every  part  of  the  Empire 
and  they  instituted  many  Important  undertak- 
ings new  to  old  nations,  such  as  the  Jute  and 
cotton  industries  in  India. 

II  Is  a  long  and  romantic  story  of  achieve- 
ment, unparalleled  in  history,  and  today,  in  the 
hour  of  her  need,  Great  Britain  is  reaping  the 
benefit  of  what  was  sown  by  generations  of 
pioneers  In  Invisible  imports.  According  to  the 
latest  official  estimates  of  the  balance  of  income 
and  expenditure  between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  all  other  countries,  there  Is  a  credit  balance 
of  $755,000,000  per  annum  in  favor  of  the  former, 
and  Great  Britain  s  Income  from  sources  abroad 
is  no  less  than  one  billion  dollars  per  annum. 
When  the  normal  tide  of  trade  flows  again  Oreat 
Britain  has  the  resources  to  finance  Industrial 
recovery  and  expansion.  The  only  danger  Is 
that  the  excessive  taxation  of  a  Socialistic  Gov- 
ernment may  drive  money  out  of  the  country, 
for  there  may  come  a  point  where  it  may  pay  to 
transfer  great  financial  operations  from  London 
to  foreign  capitals  where  taxation  Is  lighter.

Because  the  British  people,  when  conditions 
are  depressed,  do  not  hesitate  to  face  and  pro- 
claim the  facts  of  the  situation,  they  are  accused 
In  some  quarters  of  preaching  "defeatism"  and 
encouraging  their  competitors.  The  answer  to 
this  contention  la  given  by  8ir  Francis  Good- 
enough.  He  says:  "John  Bull  Is  most  dangerous 
when  he  Is  most  critical  of  himself;  when  he 
shows  signs  of  really  thinking  about  the  diffi- 
culties surrounding  and  ahead  of  him.  These 
sclf-critlclsms  are  unmistakable  signs  that  he  Is 
waking  up  and  taking  thought — and  that  means 
that  he  Is  already  taking,  or  will  very  soon  be 
taking,  effective  measures  to  cope  with  the  sit- 
uation." 

Mr.  Winston  Churchill,  like  many  other 
thinkers.  Is  under  no  delusion  about  the  waste  of 
time  and  money  In  the  realm  of  higher  educa- 
tion. He  says  in  his  latest  book:  "I  pity  under- 
graduates, when  I  see  what  frlvolout,  lives  many 
of  them  lead  In  the  midst  of  precious  fleeting 
opportunity.

Canadian  Confederation.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  read  the  story  being

ince and  the  Eastern  provinces  was 
accomplished  with  great  dlfilculty 
alter  a  bitter  political  controversy. 
The  Colonist,  of  course,  took  a 
prominent  part  In  that  controversy, 
und  equally,  of  course.

-Me  of  the  unionists.  Probably  that 
Was  the  reason  why  the  lute  Hon 
Robert  Beaven.  a  short  time  before 
lie  died,  came  to  this  office  <  he  was  so 
Irffblc  at  the  tune  that  we  had  to  go 
down  to  the  business  office  arid  br.nK 
him  upstairs  on  the  freight  elevator  > 
Mr.  Heaven  had  a  tale  Ut  unfold 
which  he  manifestly  intended  f<-r 
publication  stmt  tune,  but  that  tunc 
is  not  \et. 

W»  had  known  M  Heaven  for 
a  long  time  and  had  been  associated 
with  him  previously  as  a  politician 
and  public  man,  and  while  he  WW 
not  so  popular  personally  as  some  of 
his  contemporaries  (he  made  no  ap- 
peal to  the  Imagination  like  the  late 
Sir  Richard  McBride  or  the  present 
Premier  Tolmle),  he  was  a  man  of 
sound  Judgment  and  unassailable 
probity.  Mr.  Bcvan  was  just  begin  - 
nlng  to  take  an  active  part  In  the 
public  life  of  British  Columbia  at 
the  time  of  the  bitter  controversy 
over  Confederation  and,  waa  better 
informed  on  the  subject  at  the  time 
of  our  Interview  with  him  than  any 
other  living  person.  He  was.  of 
course,  an  ardent  unionist.  After  he 
had  unfolded  his  tale  we  understood 
the  reason  why  there  was  so  much 
bitter  official  opposition  to  British 
Columbia  becoming  a  partner  In  the 
Canadian  Confederation.

At  the  time  when  the  battle  was 
Joined  In  this  province  and  the  Issue 
appeared  to  be  doubtful,  Mr.  Beaven 
received  an  imperative  call  to  the 
East.  That  was  a  summons  which 
comes  at  least  once  In  a  lifetime  to 
almost  every  man — that  is  if 
the  man  happens  to  be  of  the 
normal  type.  There  was  a  bride 
waiting  for  him  in  either  Eng- 
land or  Montreal— we  are  not 
quite  sure'  which.  At  any  rate,  the 
groom  sped  on  hts  mission,  and  on 
his  way  home  broke  his  trip  at  Otta- 
wa, the  capital' of  the  infant  Do- 
minion. When  in  Ottawa  he  received 
an  invitation  to  call  upon  Sir  John 
A.  Macdonald.  the  first  Prime  Min- 
ister of  the  new  Dominion  of 
Canada.

Sir  John  wanted  to  be  Informed 
by  an  authority  from  the  spot  of  the 
reason  for  the  bitter  opposition  to 
British  Columbia  becoming  a  part- 
ner In  the  Confederation.  Mr. 
Beaven  frankly  related  to  the  Prime 
Minister  what  he  believed  to  be  the 
true  reasons  why  British  Columbia 
was  reluctant  to  become  a  partner  In 
the  new  Confederation  and  the 
measures  necessary  to  overcome  this 
opposition.  He  also  related  to  us  in 
detail  the  course  he  advised  Sir  John 
to  adopt.  He  Imposed  no  pledge  of 
secrecy  upon  us,  but  we  never  have 
used  the  Information  he  disclosed, 
because  If  we  had  done  so  we  might 
have  become  Involved  In  a  controv- 

preceded  the  union.

The  political  enemies  of  Sir  John 
Macdonald  sometimes  called  him 
"Old  Tomorrow"  because  he  was  a 
discreet  politician  and  often  post- 
poned until  another  day  doing  some- 
thing they  thought  might  better 
have  been  done  today.  On  this  his- 
torical occasion  the  action  of  the 
Prime  Minister  was  swift  and  effec- 
tive. The  opposition  to  Confedera- 
tion was  dissolved  like  a  morning 
mist  by  a  hot  sun.  The  Confedera- 
tion pact  was  "signed,  sealed  and 
dellvered-

There  were  some  difficulties  after- 
wards about  the  consummation  of 
the  terms  of  union.  Those  difficul- 
ties were  created  by  the  Liberal  Gov- 
ernment which  succeeded  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Sir  John  and  held  office 
for  five  tumultuous  but  unprogres- 
slve  years.  Hon.  Alexander  Mac- 
kenzie, the  Prime  Minister,  and  Hon. 
Edward  Blake,  an  influential  mem- 
ber of  his  Government,  said  the  cost 
of  Implementing  the  terms  of  union 
(the  cost  of  building  a  railway  to  the 
Pacific  Coast)  would  be  greater 
than  Canada  could  bear.  Mr 
Blake  said  such  a  railway  could 
not  earn  sufficient  money  to 
meet  the  colt  of  providing 
grease  for  the  wheels  of  the  engines 
and  carriages.  But  after  the  Lib- 
eral Oovemment  was  defeated  In 
the  memorable  year  1878.  Sir  John 
Macdonald  < sitting  in  Parliament  as 
tatlve  of  Victoria.

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A  QUEEN'S  PRAYER 
Sir, — I  must  ask  you  kindly  to 
allow  me  a  little  space  in  your  paper 
as  there  seems  some  doubt  in  what 
I  wished  to  convey.  On  noticing 
the  use  of  the  superlative  "carisslme" 
there  was  rnp)  problem  of  "mean- 
ing" for  me,  but  I  thought,  and  still 
think,  that  the  vocative  "O  care  mi 
Jesus,"  the  older  form,  is  best  (or 
better),  in  the  lines  of  "A  Queen's 
Prayer." 

First,  it  would  be  well,  perhaps,  to 
bring  home  to  our  minds  that  the 
Latin  language  Is  considered  mathe- 
matical, and  should  that  word  tire  us 
somewhat,  few  will  gainsay  that  the 
Latin  tongue  is  precise,  definite,  and 
educates  the  logical  sense.  It  Is 
said  somewhere  "that  the  great 
law  teachers  of  Rome  have  'eo  Ipso' 
written  the  finest  Latin;  that,  and  not 
verse  writing,  waa  the  business  of 
the  language;  the  faultlessly  trans- 
parent formation  of  sentences  which 
shut  out  every  possibility  of  miscon- 
struction, was  an  Important  lnstru- 
mtnt  of  Juristical  applied  art."  But. 
we  shall  not  forget  that  epic  the 
iEnled.  Cicero,  etc.  Bttll,  U  la  de- 
sirable to  distinguish  between  that 
which  is  concise,  definite,  systematic 
and  thorough,  and  that  (speaking 
literary)  which  is  throbbing,  pulsing, 
and  ever  seising  new  fields.  Were  I 
to  explore  the  hem  of  fairyland.  I'd 
take  my  mother  tongue  with  me! 
Were  I  to  seek  refuge  and  safety. 
I'd  cover  myself  with  a  Latin 
shroud ! 

Is  there  beauty  in  the  Latin 
tongue?  Yes!  For  myself.  It  Is  re- 
vealed to  me  In  a  systematical, 
symmetrical  way.  My  mind  is  held  in 
the  centre,  so  to  speak,  my  thought 
seeks  the  boundary  and  returns 
again. 

This  little  perusal  Is  necessary.  In 
my  opinion,  before  one  can  approach 
that  gem-like  prayer  of  Mary  Queen 
of  Scots  in  the  role  of  a  humble 
translator,  as  it  Is  difficult  to 
preserve  the  aroma  found  within 
these  lines,  without  some  prelim- 
inary survey. 

It  has  little.  If  anything,  to  do 
with  Latin  scholarship,  or  D.D.'s. 
The  words  are  simple,  the  meaning 
clear.  A  high  school  student  could 
decipher  them  In  less  time  than  she, 
or  he.  consumes  pop  and  buns.  The 
Imagination  must  be  brought  into 
use.  "A  Queen's  Prayer."  exquisitely 
sad.  exceptional  rhythm,  an  Inevit- 
able swing!  We  see  the  Queen.  Out 
of  the  bitterness  which  life  drops 
into  the  cup  her  chalice  is  full; 
there  Is  little  cringing,  the  spirit  it- 
self is  mellowing,  refining,  ex- 
periencing abandonment  before  the 
call  of  surrender.  To  preserve  the 
sweet,  sad  melancholy  of  the  prayer 
Into  English,  we  need  to  sit  softly 
but  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Latin.  The  rendering  should  be 
poetic,  the  words  chosen,  rather  for 
their  meaning  of  state,  their  condi- 
tion, thereby  eliminating  the  possi- 
bility of  double  meaning,  and  to 
prevent  a  division  of  stress. 

Mr.  McKay's  line  sare  particularly 
noticeable  owing  to  their  sincere 
ruggedness.  but  not  overobstrusive. 
Choosing  the  Buperlatlve*"cari&slme" 
(most)  for  his  second  line  of  English 
could  have  only  been  successful  If 
he  had  been  more  sparing  with  his 
posscaslves  In  the  first  line  Truly, 
It  Is  correct,  but  too  weighty  for 
the  ear. 

Myself.  I  found  the  translations 
given  in  your  Sunday  pap—  very 
disappointing  Words,  such  as  be- 
moaning, grooming,  etc  .  are  not  con- 
ducive to  queenly  vocabulary.  The 
line  "Prostrate  on  the  floor  with  low 
bending  knee."  Is  atrocious.  Here 
there  Is  complete  confusion.  How- 
ever, one  appreciates  the  effort.  It 
reems  to  me  unless  we  can  (  or  hope 
tot  Introduce  the  poetic  spirit  in  the 
rendering  of  this  particular  prayer. 
It  should  be  left  vigorously  alone  In 
Its  Latin  setting.  It  U  too  exquisite 
to  be  subject  ot  physical  Jerks.

Although  too  late  In  the  season  to 
affect  the  market  here  this  year,  a 
meeting  of  some  of  those  interested 
in  holly-growing  and  holly  prices, 
held  yesterday  afternoon  at  the 
ofSce  of  P.  B.  Pemberton.  Pemberton 
Building,  may  result  In  the  organiz- 
ing of  the  Industry  on  sound  lines 
and  the  stabilizing  of  prices. 

Mr.  Pemberton  occupied  the  chair, 
and  those  present  were  enthusiastic- 
ally In  favor  of  taking  some  meas- 
ures along  the  proposed  lines.  It 
was  decided  to  circularize  growers 
and  marketers  and  hold  a  later 
meeting  at  which  the  whole  matter 
would  be  discussed.  C.  H.  Oldfleld. 
one  of  the  principal  speakers  yes- 
terday, advanced  a  number  of  argu- 
ments approving  the  Idea. 

It  was  generally  felt  that.  If  the 
Industry  were  more  stabilized,  all 
growers  would  benefit  and  that  great 
saving  could  be  effected  by  getting 
approved  cases  and  cartons  in  quan- 
tity. A  system  under  which  every 
dealer  In  holly  quoted  different 
prices  was  to  the  general  dlssd- 
vsntage.  In  the  United  States.  It 
was  pointed  out.  prices  were  much 
higher  than  locally,  and.  as  the 
quantity  grown  here  was  not  large, 
a  fair  return  should  be  .obtained, 
which  could  not  be  done  If  a  few 


growers  or  dealers  cut  prices  as  they 
were  doing  at  the  present  time. 

The  meeting  agreed  that  It  wa; 
too  late  to  organize  the  hoilv 
market  locally  soon  enough  to  affect 
this  year's  Christmas  trade,  but  early 
In  the  new  year  all  Interested  will 
be  called  together  again,  to  prepare 
the  way  for  a  sounder  business 
basis  in  the  Industry  next  season.

Dr.  Hill  began  his  discourse  with 
a  differentiation  between  the  old 
and  the  new  hygiene.  The  former 
was  a  doctrine  of  -Don't" ;  the  lat- 
ter was  based  rather  on  the  policy 
of  "Do";  with  compensating  Im- 
munising measures.  It  was  appar- 
ent, he  indicated  later,  that  the 
principle  was  a  good  one,  as  man's 
longevity  had  been  appreciably  in- 
creased through  a  combination  of 
specialized  immunization  measures 
and  better  sanitation.  Measures 
for  immunization,  however,  formed 
the  basis  of  most  of  the  discussion, 
the  principle  Involved  in  the  new 
hygiene  being  i  jlalned  in  popular 
manner  by  reference  to  the  negro's 
pachydermatous  feet.  The  sole  of 
the  negro's  foot,  the  speaker  noted, 
was  half  an  inch  thick.  The  white 
man  protected  himself  artificially, 
by  means  of  leather  soles;  whereas, 
had  he  resisted  this  protection  his 
skin  would  have  thickened  and 
given  him  a  natural  protection  to 
the  sole  of  his  foot. 

"In  every  case  where  we  borrow 
artificial  protection  we  weaken  our- 
selves," the  speaker  argued  in  his 
new  hygiene  philosophy.  "If  you 
artificially  protect  yourself  from 
your  surroundings  you  are  all  right 
just  so  long  as  you  have  your  arti- 
ficial protection;  but  once  you  are 
unable  to  have  it.  If.  for  Instance, 
if  you  are  unable  to  buy  shoes  or 
an  overcoat,  you  are  out  of  luck. 
In  other  words,  speaking  fig- 
uratively, if  you  want  to  get  your 
feet  hard  enough  to  run  around  on 
the  barnacles,  dont  put  cold  cream 
on  them,  but  run  around  on  bar- 
nacles"! 

SAME  WITH  BRAIN 

The  same  principle  applied  to  the 
brain,  the  arms,  the  whole  physical 
and  mental  make-up;  gradual  adap- 
tation, gradual  development  of  re- 
sistance to  the  measure  of  the  task 
required. 

Pursued,  the  principle  went  still 
further:  the  body's  resistance  to 
disease  could  be  built  up  by  means 
of  Immunizing  agencies.  In  the 
iealm  of  bacteriology  this  was  the 
principle  of  the  new  hygiene:  by 
means  of  serums  the  human  system 
was  assisted  gradually  to  adjust 
Itself  to  conditions  (diseases)  which 
the  body  could  not  stand  if  attacked 
suddenly  with  the  full  force  of  the 
disease  in  its  most  malignant  form. 

Dr.  Hill  made  it  quite  clear  that 
medicine  had  by  no  means  dis- 
covered the  immunizing  agencies  for 
all  disease.  They  had  practically 
mastered  typhoid  and  smallpox  and 
diphtheria  by  means  of  serums 
which  assisted  the  body  to  adjust 
itself  gradually  to  the  disease  germ. 
But  there  were  still  many  things 
undiscovered:  the  resisting  agency 
for  cancer,  infantile  paralysis  and 
spinal  meningitis,  for  example. 
CANCER  ON  INCREASE 

"Cancer  Is  on  the  increase,  un- 
fortunately. And  for  some  reason 
which  we  cannot  explain,  it  seems 
to  be  worse  on  the  sea  coast  than 
elsewhere.  But  we  still  don't  know 
anything  about  its  cause  or  cure; 
we  have  nothing  to  explain  cancer, 
although  no  disease  has  been  more 
consistently  studied,"  he  said. 

"More  progress  has  been  made  In 
the  last  fifty  years  in  the  handling 
of  diseases  than  In  all  previous 
ages,"  it  was  contended.  "It  shows 
that  we  are  probably  on  the  right 
track,  and  when  an  Idea  works  It 
must  have  some  germ  of  truth  In 
It."  Dr.  Hill  averred  In  referring  to 
the  principle  Involved  In  using 
vaccine.  This  provoked  the  body  lo 
make  Its  own  resistant  element  to 
the  disease,  and  being  In  a  small 
quantity,  prepared  the  way  for  any 
major  attack  of  the  disease  which 
might  occur. 

The  world  was  making  progress 
through  tiie  double  agencies  of  sani- 
tation and  measures  of  Immunisa- 
tion to  disease,  so  that  life  had  been 
prolonged  until  the  average  age  of 
man  today  was  fifty-seven  years  as 
compared  with  twenty  years  In 
ancient  Egypt,  twenty-five  in  Rome, 
and  thirty  years  In  the  England  of 
four  or  five  hundred  years  ago.  In 
the  last  forty  years  the  average  age 
of  man  had  made  an  appreciable 
adyance.  at  a  computed  gain  of  a 
year  of  life  for  every  three  years. 
There  could  be  no  other  explanation 
than  that  those  responsible  for  the 
health  of  the  nation  knew  more 
than  they  did  In  the  past. 

"We  know  of  no  method  of 
building  up  resistance  aKainst  infec- 
tion except  by  getting  Infection. 
Building  up  the  health  as  a  resist- 
ance against  disease  Is  of  no  earthly 
uaw,"  Dr.  Hill  maintained  in  sum- 
marizing his  argument*  in  favor  of 
the  New  Hygiene.

TODAY'S  RECIPE 

IOHT  Layer  Cake— This  is 
an  excellent  foundation 
cake  which  may  be  varied  by 
means  of  different  icings, 
flavorings,  etc.  Sift  two  cups 
of  flour  with  a  quarter  of  a 
teaspoon  of  salt  and  two  tea- 
spoons of  baking  powder 
Cream  together  half  a  cup  of 
butter,  one  cup  of  sugar  and 
add  the  beaten  yolks  of  three 
eggs.  Stir  in  the  dry  mixture, 
add  half  a  cup  of  milk,  one 
teaspoon  of  vanilla,  nnd  lastly, 
the  beaten  whites  of  the 
three  eggs.  Bake  in  layers. 
A  delicious  icing  for  this  cake 
is  made  as  follows.  Into  a 
double  boiler  put  one  cup  of 
brown  sugar  and  three  table- 
spoonsful  of  rather  strong 
boiled  coffee  (which  has  been 
strained),  and  the  white  of 
one  egg.  Beat  with  an  egg 
beater  for  eight  or  ten  min- 
utes, being  sure  that  the 
water  underneath  is  boiling. 
When  the  mixture  is  thick, 
spread    it   on    the    cake.  —

With  the  object  of  getting  that 
opinion,  the  matter  was  referred 
back  to  the  two  groups  by  the 
directors. 

H  Ml     I  \h  I  \     \<    I  ION 

James  Parfltt.  last  years  chair- 
man of  the  industrial  group,  pointed 
out  that  action  had  been  taken  by 
that  body  to  have  the  power  de- 
veloped there.  This  was  taken  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  It  was  repre- 
sented that  in  five  or  six  years  the 
available  power  for  Victoria  outside 
of  Campbell  River  would  have  been 
exhausted.  It  was  therefore  asked 
that  the  B.C.  Electric  be  accorded 
the  right  to  develop  that  power. 
This  company  had  already  gons  to 
considerable  expense  in  the  matter. 
He  felt  that  the  subject  was  now 
closed  in  view  of  the  .former  action 
taken  by  the  chamber. 

C.  P.  Hill  took  a  different  view. 
There  were  30.000  unemployed 
miners  and  their  families  In  Can- 
ada. There  had  been  an  effort  made 
to  find  out  all  the  uses  to  which  coal 
could  be  put  to  solve  the  situation. 
There  was  developed  in  Canada 
some  315,047.572  hour  kllowats  from 
the  water  powers.  Not  all  of  this 
was  being  utilized  at  present.  He 
felt  that  the  further  development 
of  water  power  here  could  well  stand 
for  a  while  until  the  uses  of  coal 
were  Investigated  further. 

There  was  also  the  tourist  trade 
to  be  considered  In  this  connection. 
The  area  proposed  to  be  utilized  for 
power  purposes  was  a  great  natural 
attraction  for  visitors. 

WOULD  DEFER  ACTION 

C.  L.  Harrison  agreed  with  Mr 
Hill.  When  the  former  stand  was 
taken  by  the  chamber  In  favor  of 
the  development  of  the  power.  It  was 
from  a  selfish  standpoint.  The 
resolution  should  not  have  been 
|  passed. 

He  was  of  the  opinion  that  before 
this  was  developed  there  would 
have  to  be  claims  of  some  $8,000,000 
paid  for  timber.  There  would  be 
I  $1,750,000  cost  of  bringing  power  to 
Victoria  after  that,  and  then  there 
were  probable  claims  for  damages  In 
cutting  off  the  access  to  certain 
timber  back  of  that  immediately 
affected,  which  might  be  expected 
to  run  into  vast  sums.  These  would 
be  charged  as  damages  if  the  B.C. 
Electric  were  allowed  to  raise  the 
level  of  two  lakes. 

There  was  no  harm  In  finding  out 
before  Jumping,  in  his  opinion,  and 
he  thought  that  the  Government 
should  be  asked  to  investigate  the 
uses  of  coal  before  proceeding 
farther.  If  It  were  found  that  coal 
could  be  economically  used,  15,000 
of  a  population  would  be  held  for 
the  Island.  It  would  also  save  the 
coal  centres  from  being  ruined.

Dealing  with  lost  articles  in  Vic- 
toria the  collection  comes  principally 
tato  the  offices  of  the  B.C.  Electric 
Railway,  being  the  largest  trans- 
portation system  on  the  Island,  and 
everything  from  pork  chops  and 
peanuts  to  Jewlery  and  Junk  finds 
its  way  Into  the  lost  and  found  de- 
partment of  the  system.

An  overeall  of  an  opposing  bid  Is 
generally  termed  a  defensive  bid. 
Very  often,  of  course,  the  overeall 
Itself  may  be  stronger  than  the  orig- 
inal bid.  In  which  case  It  will  natur- 
ally partake  of  an  offensive  nature. 
However.  In  many  cases  It  is  simply 
an  effort  to  fight  back  at  the  attack 
that  has  been  made  by  an  opponent. 

These  overcalls  may  be  divided 
into  three  classes:  First,  the  aim  pie 
defensive  bid  which  shows  some  ele- 
ment of  strength;  second,  the  forc- 
ing overran  made  with  a  long, 
strong  suit  and  better  than  average 
high  card  values  divided  between 
two  other  suits  and.  third,  the  pre- 
emptive overeall  made  with  two 
objects:  First,  the  hope  of  going 
Tame.  and.  second,  the  desire  to 
nut  out  a  possible  high  assist  of 
the  original  bid.  or  a  secondary  bid 
by  the  original  bidder. 

Aa  a  general  rule,  where  a  suit 
has  been  called,  the  pre-emptive 
overeall  will  be  of  little  avail  for 
the  reason  that  It  acts  as  a  natural 
spur  to  the  asalstlnR  hand,  or  even 
to  the  original  bidder  himself.  Its 
greateat  use  Is  against  a  No  Trump 
bid  to  the  right,  where  with  an  ex- 
tremely long  but  not  solid  major 
suit,  there  can  be  no  definite  ex- 
pectation of  defeating  the  No 
Trump,  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
are  not  enough  entries  held  to 
bring  In  such  a  suit  ahould  It  be 


Thus  If  In  the  above  deal.  North 
had  held  nine  Hearts  to  the  K- J- 10 
with  an  outside  Ace,  and  West  had 
bid  a  No  Trump,  four  Hearts  would 
have  been  the  proper  bid  whereas 
with  the  hand  as  It  Is,  It  might 
readily  prove  best  to  pass  an  orig- 
inal No  Trump  bid  In  hopes  that 
there  would  be  no  Spade  take-out. 
in  which  case  a  No  Trump  would 

In  the  present  case  where  South 
passes,  and  West  on  account  of  the 
singleton  Heart  opens  the  bidding 
with  one  Club,  North  feels  that 
there  is  almost  surely  going  to  be 
an  Improving  bid.  and  that  there 
Is  great  likelihood  that  this  bid  will 
be  made  In  Spades.  He  has  in  his 
own  hand,  with  Hearts  as  trumps, 
practically  eight  sure  tricks.  The 
probability  of  his  going  game  Is  not 
particularly  strong  for  It  ha3  been 
Indicated  that  his  partner  has  not 
two  quick  tricks  In  his  hand,  yet  It 
his  partner  has  not  two  tricks  In 
support  of  the  Heart  bid,  there  la 
every  probability  of  East  and  West 
going  game  If  they  are  allowed  to 
reach  the  best  contract  between  the 
two  hands. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  such  would 
have  been  the  case,  for  East  And 
West  can  readily  make  four  Spades 
— In  fact,  can  make  five  if  the 
position  of  the  Queen  of  Spades  is 
guessed  correctly.  Accordingly. 
North  should  make  the  pre-emp- 
tive overeall  of  four  Hearts  over 
West's  opening  bid  of  one  Club.  To

This,  however,  Is  the  only 
report  of  similar  nature  from  the 
prairies.  Winnipeg  states  that  re- 
ceipts there  now  are  down  to  Winter 
levels,  and  there  art  no  reports  from 
Saskatchewan.  Throughout  the 
prairie  provinces,  however,  there  are 
considerable  commercial  hatched 
chickens,  which,  no  doubt,  would 
come  into  the  lay  should  the  pres- 
ent weather  be  maintained.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  sudden  shift  to  Win- 
ter weather  conditions  might  have 
the  effect  of  cutting  off  a  consider- 
able volume  of  the  production  which 
is  at  present  under  way. 

In  Ontario  and  Quebec  and 
through  the  Maritime  provinces, 
fresh  eggs  still  continue  very  scarce 
In  Ontario  the  great  majority  of 
the  fresh  eggs  which  are  arriving 
are  from  the  current  seasons  pul- 
lets, and,  in,  consequence,  pullet 
extras  make  up  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  the  receipts.  In  Quebec 
fresh  eggs  are  practically  nil,  and 
the  same  condition  applies  in  the 
Marltlmes.  Prince  Edward  Island 
has  now  practically  ceased  to  be  a 
factor  In  the  fresh  egg  market,  and 
only  thirty  cases  of  fresh  eggs  were 
shipped  from  that  province  last 
week.

PRODUCTION  MARKETS 

The  agricultural  products  market 
news  letter,  issued  by  the  Provin- 
cial Department  of  Agriculture, 
under  dates  of  November  24  and 
26,  says: 

Victoria— Owners  of  Bartlett  pear 
trees  will  be  interested  in  a  discus- 
sion the  markets  branch  has  had 
with  local  canners.  They  say  that 
they  are  prepared  to  buy  good  Bart- 
lett pears  (not  scabby  or  mis- 
shaped) and  pay  about  $50  per  ton 
for  them.  For  high  class  grade 
pears  they  will  pay  more.  This 
should  be  an  Incentive  to  owners  of 
pear  trees  to  prune,  spray  and  cul- 
tivate them,  as  good  pears  can  be 
sold  on  the  fresh  fruit  market  as 
well  as  to  canners.  Bartlett  is  the 
variety  that  interest  the  canners. 

A  large  dealer  in  seeds,  located  in 
Winnipeg,  has  concluded  arrange- 
ments with  a  Vancouver  Island 
seed  grower  for  a  considerable 
quantity  of  root  crop  and  sweet  pea 
seeds.  This  should  be  encouraging 
news  to  Island  seed  growers. 

Cable  advices  from  the  markets 
representative  in  London,  Indicate 
that  British  Columbia  apples  have 
been  marketed  at  a  disadvantage 
on  the  British  markets.  Olasgow 
handled  a  quarter  of  a  million  boxes 
In  five  weeks  at  slaughtered  prices. 
Liverpool  and  Manchester  market- 
ed large  quantities  and  held  fair 
prices  in  view  of  circumstances. 
Markets  generally  Improving 
through  reduced  clearances  and 
nearly  everyone  optimistic  for  a 
raise  of  2  shillings  shortly.  Ameri- 
can apples  will  benefit  as  appar- 
ently shipments  from  that  country 
have  been  deferred,  awaiting  im- 
proved conditions.  Apple  prices  in 
London:  Associated  Macs.,  extra 
fancy.  8s  6d  to  10s  6d;  fancy.  7s  6d 
to  9s  6d:  C  grade,  7s  to  8s  6d.  Jona- 
thans, extra  fancy,  9s  6d  to  12s  6d; 
fancy,  9s  to  lis  8d;  C  grade,  8s  to 
10s.  Orimes  Oolden,  fancy,  8s  to 
8s  6d;  C  grade.  7s  6d  to  8s. 

We  are  advised  that  Australian 
eggs  have  been  selling  in  London 
during  the  past  two  months  at 
prices  ranging  from  13s  to  14s,  c.l.f. 
As  British  Columbia  eggs  are  su- 
perior to  the  Australian,  they  would 
bring  a  better  price  on  that  market.

The  seizure.  whJch  was  made  by 
Inspector  Tuley.  of  the  Vancouver 
city  dry  squad,  made  a  considerable 
stir  at  the  time,  owing  to  the  dis- 
covery of  large  quantities  of  ale 
stored  at  both  ends  of  the  box  car, 
which  was  otherwise  loaded  with 
lumber  products.

In  that  year,  at  Charlestown,  the 
annual  Thanksgiving  Past  Day  (February  5»  was  changed  Into  a  Feast  Day  for  the  first  time  by  order  of  the 
Governor,  to  celebrate  the  long  awaited  arrival  of  a  ship  with  provisions  from  Ireland.  Once  again  did  the 
American  Oovernment  revert  to  the  custom  of  celebrating  Thanksgiving  Day  by  fasting.  July  20,  1-775.  and 
May  17,  1778,  were  celebrated  as  Thanksgiving  Fast  Days  by  proclamation  of  the  Continental  Congress  through- 
out the'  Colonies,  which  were  In  the  throes  of  the  Revolution  at  the  time. 

The  Famous  CUpper  Ship  Lightning— The  Yankee  clipper  Lightning,  of  2.084  tons,  built  by  Donald 
McKay,  of  New  York,  sailed  for  Liverpool  from  Boston  on  February  18,  1854.  On  March  1  she  made  the 
faatest  24-hour  run  of  any  vessel  propelled  by  winds  and  canvas  that  ever  sailed  the  seas.

Since  the  visitors  landed  In 
Canada  on  November  15  they  have 
delighted  crowds  from  one  city  to 
another  with  their  brilliant  plays. 
Most  of  the  party  of  stars  are 
champions  or  ex -champions,  while 
two  of  them.  White  and  Nichols,  are 
said  to  be  the  most  promising  of 
the  coming  stars  in  Oreat  Britain. 

These  men.  all  hard  hitters,  will 
bring  to  the  city  the  latest  shots  and 
strategic  plays  right  from  the  home 
of  badminton.  In  the  Island  play- 
ers they  will  be  playing  with  and 
against  some  of  the  best  In  the 
province  and  the  spectators  who 
wend  their  way  to  the  Armories  will, 
no  doubt,  see  the  greatest  display 
of  the  game  ever  put  on  In  these 
parts. 

A  review  of  the  visiting  players 
follows: 

SIR  G.  A.  THOMAS 
Sir  G.  A.  Thomas,  the  captain, 
was  a  member  of  the  1925  side 
which  toured  part  of  Canada  Al- 
though not  the  veteran  that  moat 
people  take  him  for.  Sir  O.  A. 
Thomas  Is  not  quite  the  same  plaver 
that  he  was  In  1925— the  year  after 
he  had  attained  the  zenith  of  his 
badminton  career.  Age  has  told 
enough  on  his  quickness  about  the 
court  and  on  his  stamina  to  prevent 
his  playing  singles,  but  he  still  re- 
mains a  very  fine  men's  and  mixed 
doubles  player,  chiefly  because  he 
has  never  relied  on  hard  hitting  to 
win.  He  has  thus  developed  a  sense 
of  generalship  and  courtcraft  that 
stand  him  In  good  stead  now  that 
he  has  lost  some  of  his  pace.  When 
he  Is  playing  well,  his  net  game  Is 
still  as  deceptive  as  ever  and  a  de- 
light to  spectators.  He  still  retains 
that  difficult  return  off  a  smash, 
which  he  takes  closer  to  the  net 
than  Is  usual  with  most  players.  But 
It  Is  his  mental  attitude  to  the  game 
that  makes  his  play  so  Interesting: 
his  tactics  are  always  excellent, 
whether  he  Is  playing  well  or  badly 
Not  many  experts  are  likely  to  equal 
his  record  of  years  as  a  player:  he 
was  a  first -class  exponent  of  the 
game  In  1903,  when  he  won  his  first 
All-England  title. 

J.  r.  DEVLIN 

J  F.  Devlin  was  also  over  with  the 
1925  team,  of  which  he  was  such  an 
Impressive  member.  He  I*  the  out- 
standing match  winner  In  English 
badminton  at  the  present  time,  and 
this  quality  of  his  is  better  exempli- 
fied In  doubles  No  one  seems  to  be 
able  to  adapt  his  game  as  easily  to 
suit  the  abilities  of  his  partners  or 
the  exigencies  of  the  moment  Few 
players  could  have  been  so  success- 
ful In  partnership  with  every  type 
of  player.  In  1922  he  won  the  men's 
doubles  event  at  the  All-England 
Championships  with  O.  A  Sautter 
bv  such  spectacular  hard  hitting 
that  they  made  all  opponents,  with- 
out exception,  look  second  rate  Last 
season,  under  the  handicap  of  being 
unable  to  smash  owing  to  an  opera- 
tion on  his  right  arm.  he  won  the 
same  event  with  O  B  8.  Mack,  by 


own  good  strokes  to  win  his  points. 
Although  his  smashing  has  lost 
some  of  Its  ferocity  during  the  last 
few  seasons,  he  la  still  the  leading 
exponent  of  the  round-the-head 
smash,  which  he  plays  very  accu- 
rately and  deceptively.  He  has  a 
very  sound  defence.  Is  an  excellent 
server,  and  a  very  dangerous  oppo- 
nent at  the  net.  where  he  produces 
some  very  subtle  and  delightful 
shots.  He  is  a  very  fine  mixed 
doubles  player— a  mixed  between 
him  and  Devlin  is  always  an  Inter- 
esting and  often  an  exciting  game. 
Both  Uber  and  Devlin  drive  fiercely 
backhand  and  forehand,  and  thelr 
abUltles  in  this  direction  tend  to 
make  the  rallies  very  fast  and  thelr 
manoeuvrlng  for  position  extremely 
Interesting.  Uber  wound  up  a  very 
successful  tournament  season  this 
year  by  winning  the  mixed  doubles 
championship  with  his  wife. 
D.  C.  HUME 
D.  C.  Hume,  the  present  holder  of 
the  singles  title,  la  the  leading 
player  among  the  younger  experts 
who  are  beginning  to  assert  them- 
selves In  first  -class  play.  He  Is  the 
possessor  of  a  complete  stroke 
equipment  and  Is  exceptionally  fast 
about  the  court.  At  present  he  lacks 
the  subtlety  and  experience  of  the 
three  great  players  Just  mentioned, 
but  his  mastery  and  control. over  the 
shuttle  Is  Indisputable,  and  he  thor- 
oughly deserved  his  championship 
this  year— Devlin  being  practically 
out  of  the  event  through  the  handi- 
cap to  his  arm.  Except  for  some 
rather  patchy  play  in  a  few  matches 
during  the  All -England  Champion- 
ships, he  Improved  his  game  tre- 
mendously over  the  last  three 
months  of  the  season,  and  If  he 
continues  to  keep  the  rate  of  prog- 
ress up  he  will  be  Devlin's  most 
serious  challenger  for  the  supremacy 
of  the  singles. 

R.  M.  WHITE 

R  M.  White  la  undeniably  the 
hardest  hitter  in  the  game,  his 
smashing  being  very  formidable.  He 
can  also  make  a  very  quick  recovery 
after  smashing,  an  attribute  which 
few  hitters  possess.  The  range  of 
his  other  strokes  pale  before  the 
pace  of  his  smash,  but  he  is  a  sound 
stylist.  He  Is  very  deceptive  at  the 
net,  and  Is  a  difficult  opponent  to 
serve  to.  He  failed  to  do  himself 
Justice  at  the  championships,  chiefly 
because  he  allowed  himself  to  be- 
come stale,  but  If  he  shows  his  true 
form  out  here  he  should  be  an  In- 
teresting player  to  watch. 

R.  F.  C.  NICHOLS 

R.  F.  C.  Nichols  takes  the  place 
of  G.  B.  8.  Mack,  one  of  the  original 
choices  and  the  greatest  stylist  in 
the  game.  Nichols  definitely  estab- 
lished himself  last  year  with  several 
remarkable  victories  to  his  credit. 
Perhaps  his  most  sensational  win 
was  at  the  Bristol  Tournament  when 
he  beat  White  (who  had  disposed  of 
Hume  in  the  semi-final)  after  being 
led  6-14  In  the  final  game.  He  pos- 
sesses some  very  good  drops  and  Is 
an  extremely  steady  player,  who 
makes  few  mistakes.

And 
when  one  reads  that  "on  one  after- 
noon tide,  sixteen  vessels,  aggro* 
gating  more  than  133.000  net  regis- 
ter tons,  were  locked  in  or  out  of 
the  Royal  Docks."  It  Is  not  realized 
that  the  passeges  Into  the  King 
Oeogre  V  Dock,  the  Royal  Albert 
Dock  and  the  Royal  Victoria.  Dock 
experienced  a  "rush  hour."  and  that 
the  handling  of  those  mighty  ves- 
sels within  the  narrow  limits  of  a 
fuD  tide  was  a  notable  feat  in  dock 
working. 

GREAT  TONNAGE  INCREASE 

Then  there  was  the  official  state  - 
I  ment  that  In  the  nine  months  end- 
ed on  September  30,  800,000  tons 
i  more  shipping  used  the  port  than  in 
the  corresponding  nine  months  of 
1929.  which  was  itself  a  record  year. 
How  can  the  mind  of  man  visualize 
the  mountains  of  merchandise  car- 
ried by  the  trade  fleets  which  come 
and  go  from  the  oceans  of  the 
world  Into  London's  river?

He  would  be  a  boastful  man  who 
claimed  he  knew  Greater  London 
as  well,  for  instance,  as  the  old 
horse  cabby  claimed  to  know  Vic- 
torian London.  In  spite  of  being 
able  to  go  about  so  easily  In  his 
motor  car.  the  modern  Londoner 
would  have  to  be  a  man  of  leisure 
to  tour  new  settlements  and  study 
all  the  new  growth.  Down  the  river, 
for  Instance,  new  industrial  areas 
are  springing  up  which  do  not  come 
under  the  notice  even  of  the  man 
who  gets  about  a  lot.  since  they  are 
not  fed  by  any  popular  route. 

It  follows  that  the  modern  Lon- 
doner, within  whose  vast  metropolis 
these  mammoth  extensions  are  de- 
veloping over  so  wide-spread  an 
area,  is  no  ordinary  fellow.  Why 
does  London  grow  so  impressively? 
Does  not  the  clgnlflcance  of  the 
Londoner  to  the  world  at  large  in- 
spire and  dictate  the  growth,  and 
does  not  the  fact  that  the  Londoner 
is  a  verlle  fellow  inspire  it  and  help 
to  make  Its  growth  at  high  speed? 
The  proof  is  that  new  industries  are 
brought  to  London  rather  than 
taken  to  other  centres,  and  In  the 
fact  that  more  big  ships  Jostle  each 
other  at  the  gates  of  Its  port  in 
preference  to  other  ports  — The  Eve- 
ning News.

Just  before  the  launching  of  the 
latest  addition  to  the  Dollar  Line 
fleet,  the  President  Hoover,  at  New- 
port News,  Va..  on  December  9.  the 
last  rivet  in  the  $8,030,000  turbo- 
electric  liner  will  be  driven,  and  U 
will  be  fashioned  from  the  ship's 
bell  of  the  steamer  Newsboy,  the 
first  .steamer  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Dollar  Line,  which  was  pur- 
chased by  Captain  Dollar  more  than 
thirty  years  ago. 

The  Newsboy  waa  dismantled  at 
Eureka  in  1906.  following  a  busy 
career  in  and  out  of  the  lumber 
ports  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  She  was 
a  small  vessel,  but  was  the  founda- 
tion of  the  present  gigantic  Dollar 
Line  fleet. 

The  Newsboy  was  120  feet  long, 
with  a  beam  of  thirty  feet  and  a 
depth  of  n'ne  feet,  and  her  gross 
tonnage  was  208.  The  President 
Hoover,  the  latest  addition  to  the 
company's  fleet,  differs  materially 
from  the  first  steamer  the  company 
operated.  The  President  Hoover  is 
653  feet  long,  has  a  beam  of  eighty- 
one  feet,  depth  of  fifty-two  feet 
and  a  gross  tonnage  of  23.000  tons 
The  speed  of  the  Newsboy  was  five 
and*  a  half  to  six  knots,  while  the 
President  Hoover  will  have  a  speed 
of  twenty-one  knots.  The  Newsboy 
carried  a  crew  of  eleven  men  and 
the  President  Hoover  will  carry  a 
crew  of  more  than  300  men  and 
will  have  passenger  accommodations 
for  1,260  persons. 

The  President  Hoover  will  be 
christened  by  Mrs.  Herbert  Hoover 
with  a  bottle  of  water  collected  from 
the  Seven  Beaa,  along  the  route  of 
the  round-the-world  Dollar  liners.

VANCOUVER.  Nov.  27— The  big 
annual  movement  of  Japanese 
oranges  to  Canada  Is  now  on.  By 
the  end  of  next  week  a  total  of  ap- 
proximately 290.000  bundles  of  two 
boxes  each  will  have  been  landed  In 
Vancouver,  90,000  bundles  being  for 
distribution  In  British  Columbia  and 
200,000  for  shipmbent  to  points  east 
of  the  Rockies.  The  value  of  this 
Import  laid  down  in  Vancouver  is 
approximately  $365,000. 

Ten  special  trains  of  refrigerated 
cars  will  carry  the  oranges  to  Prairie 
and  Eastern  Canadian  points. 

Arrivals  for  overland  shipment 
commenced  on  November  14,  when 
10.000  bundles  arrived.  On  Thurs- 
day the  Manila  will  arrive  with  50,- 
000  bundles,  on  Saturday  the  Mish- 
lma  Maru  will  arrive  with  30,000 
bundles,  the  President  Madison  with 
50,000  bundles,  and  the  Empress  of 
Russia  with  40,000  bundles.  On 
Tuesday  the  Tyndareus  will  come  to 
port  with  30.000  bundles. 

The  shipments  designed  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia  consumption  will  ar- 
rive on  the  Manila,  the  Empress  of 
Russia,  the  Africa  Maru  and  the 
Empress  of  Japan,  the  last  of  allot- 
ments to  Canada  being  on  the  Japan 
on  December  12.
